6000 Americans 


TOKYO — (ZP) — Nearly 6,000 
American enlisted men have an­ 
nounced their intention of taking 
Japanese 
wives 
to 
the 
United 
States. 
Gen. Matthew 
B. 
Ridgway’s 
headquarters said that up to Oct. 
20 it had approved 5,437 appli­ 
cations of military personnel to 
marry Japanese. 
They 
include 
772 airmen and 108 sailors. 
Hundreds of others have been 
granted since or are in the mill. 
All proposed Japanese-American 
marriages must be performed be­ 
fore March 19. 
There has been an increase in 
Japanese 
marriages among 
sol­ 
diers coming back from 
Korea 
who previously had served 
in 
Japan. 
Getting approval to marry 
a 
Japanese girl is a slow' process. 
Some of the steps they must go 
through: 
1. The Japanese must submit 
A tatements from responsible per­ 
sons testifying to her 
character 
and background. 
2. The service man must show 
he can financially 
support 
the 
girl. 
3. Both must undergo a physi­ 
cal examination by an American 
military doctor. 
4. If either is under 21, 
the 
written consent of parents is nec­ 
essary. 
5. Both must be personally in­ 
terviewed by the commanding of- 
ticer and a chaplain. 
Then there is the police check. 
Japanese intelligence officers in ­

determine 
whether 
the bride-to-be has ever engaged 
in subversive activities. 
The final step is at the con­ 
sulate office. 
There the marriage 
is formalized and the entry visa 
issued.

Some Businesses May 
Have To Fold Up 
By STERLING F. GREEN 
WASHINGTON — (ZP)—Produc­ 
tion officials predicted today that 
new cuts ordered in civilian use 
of scarce metals after Jan. I rep­ 
resent the worst that will befall 
industry and consumers.

night that the auto-truck industry 
w'ill be allotted only 60 per cent 
of the steel plate needed to meet 
scheduled production of 930,000 
cars and 24,000 
trucks 
during 
January, February and March. 
Prices Go Up 
This could mean an 
ultimate 
rise in price ceilings on cars and 
trucks. 
NPA Administrator Man­ 
ly Fleischmann asked the indus­ 
try to make up the plate shortage 
by using a more expensive 
but 
less critical form called “conver­ 
sion steel.” 
NPA also announced last night 
that manufacturers of “less essen­ 
tial” consumer goods will get an 
average of only IO per cent 
of 
copper. 20 per cent of aluminum 
and 50 per cent of steel, as com­ 
pared with their pre-Korea usage. 
On this list of drastically cur­ 
tailed items are sporting goods, 
lamps, 
venetian 
blinds, 
springs 
and mattresses, dolls, toys

games, cigarette lighters, Christ­ 
mas decorations, umbrellas, jew'el- 
ry, signs and advertising displays.

New Schedule Sought 


In Civil Service 


LANSING— (ZP)—A pay raise at 
$325,000 for the underpaid mem­ 
bers of the Michigan State Police 
was 
recommended 
to the state 
civil service commission today. 
The boosts range from $25 to 
$120 a month. 
The recommendation headed a 
day's commission meeting sched­ 
uled to be devoted largely to the 
pleas of five employe groups for 
salary boosts for state employes 
generally. 
The general appeals presumably 
will 
not be acted upon at this 
meeting. 
Normally the civil serv­ 
ice director, Arthur G. Rasch, is 
ordered to bring in a recommenda­ 
tion at a later meeting. 
Troopers Underpaid 
But, indicative of the commis­ 
sion’s interest in the present salary 
scale, it scheduled an early m eet­ 
ing with State Controller Robert 
F. Steadman and members of the 
legislative appropriations com m it­ 
tees to hear how pay boosts would 
affect the state’s finances. 
Rasch told the commission in his 
initial recommendation that state 
policemen were underpaid com ­ 
pared to comparable jobs in other 
local and state units. 
He recommended: 
1—Creation of a new class of 
state recruits for„the first year of 
service with a starting salary al 
$220 a month, increasing to $240 
a month after six months. 
Now, 
the recruit class gets $150 a month 
for six to eight weeks and then the 
beginning salary of $180 a month 
for troopers. 
2—A salary range 
o f $55-1315 
for troopers after one year of 
service. The present range is $220 
to $270. 
3—Establishment of a special 
pay scale for corporals and exten­ 
sion of salary ranges to four years, 
as is done for other state em ployes. 
This would boost subordinate offi­ 
cers about $25 a month, $55 a 
month for corporals and sergeants 
at the maximum, $75 a month for 
lieutenants and $60 to $120 rn 
month for captains. 
Have Longer Hours 
Rasch said state policem en work 
an average of 57 hours a week, 
compared W’ith 40 hours in 15 gov­ 
ernment units, 44 in four units 
and 45 hours in IO units. 
As a result, he said, the state’s 
pay for troopers now is $1.04 at 
the minimum and $1.41 at the 
maximum. 
Thirty-three o t h e r 
government jurisdictions reported 
comparable wages of $1.50 and 
$1.70, respectively. 
The 
new 
scale, 
Rasch 
said. 
would pay troopers $1.2i at the 
minimum and $1.59 at the m axi­ 
mum. 
Rasch reported Michigan state 
policemen ranked 30th among 33 
agencies with comparable work at 
for the information of 
American j the minimum pay and 28th at the 
front line troops.

LANSING— /Pi— Short of out- 
and-out state aid to build beach 
erosion control structures, three 
possible types of state assistance 
to waterfront owners were sug­ 
gested to a legislative committee. 
They were: 
1—Building and 
experimental 
control structures. 
2—A laboratory study of the 
problem. 
3—Enabling legislation to per­ 
mit local zoning and planning. 
The first two suggestions were 
made by Prof. E. F. Brater of the 
University of Michigan. 
Building of experimental groins 
and other control structures de­ 
signed to reduce wave action, he 
said,

method of building them. 
“Present groins cost about $100 
a front foot to install,” he said. 
Norman Billings, water resourc­

GOP Should Expose 
'Partisan' Group 
QN the Pacific Coast there is an organiza­ 
tion calling itself 
the Partisan 
Re­ 
publicans of California. Fortunately, the 
official Republican Party has no connec­ 
tion with the group, for the group's per­ 
formance has been 
shameful 
and com­ 
pletely out of harmony with ordinary no­ 
tions of decency. 
Currently the Partisan Republicans are 
immersed in a pamphlet campaign to cast 
aspersions chiefly on General Eisenhower 
but also on Governor Warren of California 
and Harold Stassen, president of the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania. 
People of all parties ought to be out­ 
raged at the low moral tone of this cam­ 
paign. In Eisenhower’s case, it represents 
an attack on both his public and private 
life. None of the charges deserves the dig­ 
nity of repetition. Suffice it to say that 
most are totally without foundation, 
and 
many represent 
a tortured twisting of 
scattered facts. 
On the day he announced his own can­ 
didacy for the 1952 GOP nomination to the 
presidency, Senator Taft publicly deplored 
the activities of the Partisan Republicans. 
It was a wise and necessary gesture. 
The 
senator himself has at times been the vic­ 
tim of 
poisonous propaganda, and 
he 
knows well that such 
despicable tactics 
have no place in American politics. 
And, though he had to be coaxed to say 
so, GOP National Chairman Guy Gabriel- 
son later made clear that the Partisan Re­ 
publicans have no blessing from the party 
high command. Yet neither disavowal has 
halted the California propagandists. 
In fact, the organizations’ activities are 
becoming an increasing embarrassment to 
all honorable Republicans. They are aware 
that this effort to besmirch a few may re­ 
sult in the splattering of a great political 
party. 
It seems none too early for aggressive 
elements of the GOP to uncover the true 
nature of this organization and any others 
(there are some) which are following the 
same sordid pattern. 
So long as their calumny stays short of 
libel and slander, there is no legal course 
against these groups. Of necessity, freedom 
of speech often means something pretty 
close to license. 
But at least the American public ought 
to know who the Partisan Republicans are. 
For whom do they speak? 
Who supplies 
their funds? What do they want? 
Evidently some fairly desperate men are 
associated with the group, since they are 
resorting to extreme measures to achieve 
their goal. What are they desperate for? 
The Republican Party 
cannot 
prevent 
unofficial organizations from pre-empting 
the Republican label. But the Partisan Re­ 
publicans are a slur on an historic party s 
name. In sheer self-interest, GOP leaders 
should take the initiative in exposing the 
managers and financiers of that organiza­ 
tion, and bringing to them the public dis­ 
credit they have so richly earned.

The RFC was created in depres­ 
sion times to provide credit for industrial 
expansion. It continued during the

years to stimulate war production. 
But at no time was it conceived that the 
federal lending agency should support such 
enterprises at the Lake Tahoe luxury hotel, 
bar and gambling casino. 
This 
ill-fated 
venture cost the taxpayers over a quarter 
of a million dollars needlessly and foolish­ 
ly.

WASHINGTON—What General Eisen­

It’s like the 
debate over what the governor of South 
Carolina said to the governor of North 
Carolina.

“I’m sorry. I never had so many ques­ 
tions coming at me all at once and I didn’t 
realize what I was saying until it slipped 
out.” 
The two men completely patched things 
up, and Eisenhower retrieved his fumble 
at a subsequent press conference by in­ 
dicating that he had no objection to the 
operations of friends who “have been my 
friends for so long they

know how I would react.” 
SENATORS ON THE CUFF 
Thirty senators 
left for 
home 
last 
month without paying up their bills at the 
senate dining room. On lop of this, Nation- 
Wide Food Service, which runs the dining 
room, has been trying 
to 
collect

senatorial bills for six months to a year. 
Senators just don’t pay easily. The list of 
senatorial deadbeats has

MAFIA SMUGGLING RING 
It has been kept out of the newspapers, 
but immigration agents have been ordered 
to round up “hundreds” of Sicilian desper­ 
adoes, believed smuggled into this coun­ 
try. They have been aided and protected 
by the powerful Mafia, the secret under­ 
world society that holds a mysterious con-v 
trol over the nation’s top racketeers. 
The original tip to be on the lookout 
for these Sicilian bandits came from the 
army nearly two years 
ago. 
Warned a 
secret army report: “Many hundreds of 
members of bandit gangs have been land­ 
ed in the United States clandestinely.” . . . 
They have been “arriving at almost every 
port on the east coast, sometimes being 
taken off in small boats before the ship 
docked and at other times being taken 
off by members of the crew who were also 
Sicilians.” 
Full story is told in a recent confidential 
report by C. H. Pennington, chief immi­ 
gration 
investigator 
for 
New York. It 
reads: 
“The bandits usually went 
to 
North 
Africa by fishing boats, and there

aboard Sicilian boats, compelling the of­ 
ficers to take them aboard as stowaways 
under the threat of what might happen lo 
their families in Sicily if they did not. 
“The smuggling rings are operated like 
most any business might be operated. The

called salesmen look 
for persons in

United States who have relatives abroad, 
want them brought into the United States 
and have sufficient funds to pay to have 
them brought in. 
“These salesmen have contacts amongst 
the foreign-born who will get them busi­ 
ness. In addition, the organizations have 
persons in the countries to pick up addi­ 
tional business, see that proper arrange­ 
ments are made and that the stowaway 
is placed aboard the vessel in care of the 
propel persons.” 
Pennington’s confidential 
report 
alsd 
takes a crack at 
legitimate 
businessmen 
“known to have obtained 
cheap 
labor 
(smuggled aliens) and at the same time re­ 
tain their own air of respectability.” 
'A large (Newark. N. J.) road contrac­ 
tor, 
says Penington, “was obtaining this 
type of labor in large numbers . . . A 
large investigation was conducted 
that 
resulted in the apprehension of about 90 
aliens, most of whom had arrived in the 
United States as stowaways.” 
The Sicilian bandits smuggled into this 
country are believed to be serving as gun­ 
men and runners for the Mafia.

As the chlorophyll 
drains away, the foliage takes on 
shades of rich red, russets and 
wine-purple. 
A hundred million 
years ago, oaks were growing in 
our southern states as evergreen 
trees. 
Now the oaks have come 
northward but they still cling to 
their ancient habits and many oak 
leaves cling to the 
twigs 
over 
winter, displaced only when new 
growth starts in the spring. While 
glory flames on the hills and in 
valley woodlands, watch for the 
royal oak. Majestic, massive and

surface of a road into the ditch; removing 
the snow covering from a road permits 
the frost to penetrate deeper into the road 
base, with spring 
break-up 
conditions 
thereby becoming more serious. 
Yet plowing is essential 
although 
no 
piece of road is improved because of it. 
Plowing is costly and takes funds that 
might better be spent for other purposes 
—such as improvement of road surfaces.

THE LOSING FIGHT—Inadequate fin­ 
ancing has made it impossible to provide 
a good, safe, economical surface for moat 
of the county roads. 
“We are losing one inch of surface 
a year on our gravel roads because we 
have not been able to afford chloride 
to properly stabilise them,” Said Wil­ 
liam J. Karas, road commission super­ 
in tendent-engineer. 
The surface is carried away in summer 
dust, scattered by the wheels of traffic, 
and pushed into the ditches by road Wad­ 
ers that must be used to knock down tho 
“washboard” that forms when 
a gravel 
surface is not stabilized with chloride and 
clay. 
Until roads are really hard-surfaced— 
not just topped with a layeV of loose gravel 
—this loss will continue.

It is costly also for county road com­ 
missions to try and maintain a poorly sur­ 
faced road. Road officials would like to 
work toward a positive program of im­ 
provement, rather than pour money into 
patching holes on an already pock-inark- 
ed surface.

THOSE BRIDGES—Delta county 
has 
38 bridges (20 or more feet in length) on 
its local road system and 27 bridges on 
its primary system. No work has been 
done on these county road bridges in tho 
past IO years. 
Inadequate financing has made K im­ 
possible to replace narrow, hasardous. 
worn-out spans. Some arc a 
constant 
danger to traffic. 
A recent accident in which a life was 
lost after a light truck crashed through 
a wooden bridge railing and plunged into 
the Escanaba river highlights the 
need 
for improvement 
or 
replacement. 
The 
bridge is 200 feet long, has an 18-foot 
plank floor. Big signs 
warn 
motorists: 
“Slow—Weak Bridge.” When county road 
olficials first heard of the accident they 
bought a truck had fallen through th# 
bridge floor. 
Twice daily, five days a week, school 
buses must cross such bridges in Delta 
county. Some school districts, 
perhaps 
without realising the danger, have pur­ 
chased new and larger buses that will 
carry more than 80 children. 
Solution to some of the county road 
problems is coming along with 
increased 
weight and gas tax revenue from the stat#. 
Other problems of local 
road 
improve­ 
ment (including correction of those old 
bridges) have yet to be financed by co­ 
operative local action.

Registration Cards 
M ust Be Posted 
The deer camp registration law 
will be vigorously enforced 
this 
hunting season, cautions 
Gerald 
E. Eddy, conservation department 
director. 
While hunters are welcome 
to 
use forests and other state-owned 
land, Eddy says there still are 
* campers failing to post registra­ 
tion cards although the law has 
been on the books 
three 
years 
now. Few arests have been made 
in the past, according 
to 
Eddy, 
with most 
non-posting 
campers 
claiming ignorance of 
land 
use 
rules which also prohibit leaving 
unburied trash, garbage and other 
refuse. 
As pointed out in tile game law 
digest which the hunter can get 
with his license, cards can be se­ 
cured from 
license 
agents 
and 
conservation field offices. The no­ 
charge card must be completely 
filled out with hunters’ names and 
addresses, and be 
conspicuously 
posted at the campsite. 
All 22 state forests are open to 
tent and trailer camping with 17 
of them offering regular 
camp­ 
grounds with water and pit toilets 
but no electricity. 
Some state parks also are open 
to deer hunters wanting an over­ 
night camping spot, or space for a 
tent or trailer for the entire hunt­ 
ing period.

Seeking Relics 


Mastodon Bones 
Are Wanted 
The University of Michigan 
is 
looking for old bones. 
Parts 
or 
whole skeletons of mastadons are 
being sought to 
determine 
just 
when those elephant-like animals 
roamed Michigan. 
The date when these ponderous 
animals lived in the state can be 
determined with extreme 
accur­ 
acy through the carbon-14 dating 
process, now being operated 
by 
the University’s Phoenix Project. 
All living matter contains some 
carbon that is radioactive. When 
the plant or animal dies the car­ 
bon starts losing its radioactivity 
at a regular 
rate. 
This 
carbon 
from the dead material can be put 
through a Geiger counter that re­ 
cords how much radioactivity is 
left and thus just when the plant 
or animal was alive. 
Unfortunately the many skele­ 
tons and bones from 
mastodons 
now in the University 
Museums 
cannot be used in 
this 
process, 
says Claude Hibbard, curator 
of 
vertebrate 
paleontology 
at 
the 
Museums. When they were added 
to the collections, 
a 
compound 
containing carbon was smeared 
over them as a preservative, so the 
carbon content has been contami­ 
nated. 
Now the Museums 
need 
more 
bones to use in the carbon-14 
counter. 
Farmers, road crews, gravel pit 
operators, and others who would 
be turning the soil are the most 
likely to uncover parts 
of old 
skeletons. 
But before you crate up a tusk 
or a couple of enormous skulls— 
wait. It is very important, Profes­ 
sor Hibbard says, that the skele­ 
ton not be disturbed too much and 
that it be left in the ground where 
you find it. Many times there is 
not enough carbon in the bones 
themselves to establish a conclu­ 
sive date. Then wood and 
other 
material immediately around the 
skeleton, which would be of the 
same age, will contain sufficient 
carbon to provide a date. 
So when you find a large skele­ 
ton with very largfe bones get in 
touch with Professor Hibbard 
at 
the University of Michigan 
Mu­ 
seums and he will come out to the 
stte to remove the material that 
will help science add a 
page 
to 
the natural history of Michigan.

Posthumous Award 
Made To Soldier 
WITH THE 
3RD 
INFANTRY 
DIVISION IN KOREA—Pfc. Earl 
C. Ayotte, Routs 2, M anistique, 
Mich., who 
singlehandedly 
de­ 
stroyed an enem y 
m achine 
gun 
nest although mortally wounded, 
has been 
aw arded 
posthum ously 
tile Silver S tar Medal for gallantry 
in action. 
Ayotte, who served with C om p­ 
any B of the 3rd Infantry Divi­ 
sion’s 7th Regiment, won the m ed­ 
al, the nation’s third highest com ­ 
bat decoration, on May 21, 1951 in 
the vicinity of Tunjom -dong, Ko­ 
rea. 
His com pany was assigned the 
objective of assaulting a d eterm ­ 
ined hostile force w ell-entrenched 
upon a hill. As the men m oved for­ 
ward, they w ere suddenly su b ­ 
jected to a heavy volume of au­ 
tomatic weapons and small arm s 
fire which halted the attack. 
Ayotte, realizing that his com- 
rads faced annihilation in their e x ­ 
posed position, left his position 
and. with u tter disregard for his 
personal 
safety, 
singlehandedly 
assaulted an enem y m achine gun 
em placem ent. 
A lthough m ortally wounded by 
the intense enem y fire concentrat­ 
ed on him, Ayotte m anaged to 
destroy the m achine gun crew be­ 
fore he fell.

em ployment, State W elfare Direc­ 
tor W. J. M axey estimated.

a little unemploym ent, due either 
to conversion or th* steel short­ 
age or both.”
